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'V  XK  announce  the  resignation  of  Mr.  George 
V V Francis  Duck,  E.  M.,  ’83,  who  has  been 
since  1886  instructor  in  the  Department  of  Mining, 
with  sincere  regret.  The  University  looses  the 
services  of  a valuable  and  efficient  instructor,  and 
all  will  miss  one  of  our  most  popular  men.  Mr. 
Duck  goes  to  accept  the  position  of  Dean  of  the 
Dakota  School  of  Mines  bearing  with  him  the  ear- 
nest good  wishes  of  his  many  friends,  and  we  take 
opportunity  to  congratulate  him  upon  his  advance- 
ment. 

The  recent  disgraceful  conduct  of  the  stu- 
dents at  Eafayette  renders  it  necessary  to 
say  a word  regarding  the  game  to  be  played  there 
to-morrow.  A very  large  crowd  will  accompany 
the  team,  and  the  imprudent  conduct  of  a few  men 
may  cause  serious  trouble.  Every  a.ssurance  has 
been  given  that  the  Lafayette  students  will  not 
assault  our  players,  and  in  any  difficulty  that  may 
arise  between  the  teams  remember  our  men  are 
abundantly  able  to  take  care  of  themselves.  You 
are  there  as  spectators  only  and  have  no  right  on 
the  field  during  the  progress  of  the  game.  \Ve 
regret  to  have  to  make  such  an  emphatic  an- 
nouncement, but  Lafayette’s  course  in  the  past 
does  not  justify  confidence  in  their  intentions  of 


fair  play,  and  we  earnestly  hope  trouble  will  be 
avoided. 


IT  is  nece.ssary  to  say  a word  regarding  the  way 
in  which  the  men  respond  to  calls  for  college 
meetings.  Within  a fortnight  a meeting  was  an- 
nounced both  in  chapel  and  on  the  bulletin  board, 
yet  at  the  hour  appointed  not  fifty  men  presented 
themselves,  ivhile  scores  walked  past  the  very  door: 
an  e.xhibition  of  indifference  by  no  means  com- 
mendable. Now  a college  meeting  is  not  often  held, 
and  a call  for  one  means  there  is  important  busi- 
ness to  be  transacted,  in  which  the  whole  college 
is  interested.  As  usual,  the  lower  cla.sses  have  been 
particularly  derelict  in  this  regard,  and  they  need  to 
be  reminded  that  every  man  is  expected  to  attend 
a college  meeting  whenever  one  may  be  called. 
While  the  upper  classmen,  and  this  includes  the 
Juniors,  should  realize  their  example  in  this,  as  well 
as  in  many  other  regards,  is  not  without  its  effect 
upon  the  college  at  large. 


X T is  time  the  President  of  the  Athletic 
^ Association  recognized  the  necessity  in 
appointing  marshalls  for  foot-ball  games,  of 
choosing  men  willing  and  competant  to  per- 
form their  duties.  The  farce  of  appointing  a 
number  of  men  who  not  only  fail  to  enforce 
the  rules  but  themselves  invite  censure  by 
their  disorderly  conduct  has  continued  long 
enough.  This  method  of  controlling  the 
crowd  is  poor  at  best,  but  it  would  not  be 
utterly  inefficient  were  men  appointed  wdth 
some  regard  to  the  requirements  of  the  posi- 
tion, and  did  those  appointed  attend  to  their 
duty. 

^ I '''WO  years  ago,  when,  as  was  the  case  this 
}'ear,  the  first  foot-ball  game  with  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania  was  played  in 
Philadelphia — the  return  game  at  Bethlehem 
was  cancelled  without  any  reasonable  excuse 
whatever.  Neither  the  treatment  accorded 
our  team  there,  nor  this  subsequent  action, 
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was  at  all  ii\  accordance  with  generally  ac- 
cepted notion.^  of  collegiate  courtesy,  and 
while  we  have  Ao  particular  criticism  to  make 
regarding  the  game  which  has  been  played 
in  Philadelphia  this  year,  it  is  to  be  hoped  a 
pretext  will  not  \again  serve  to  prevent  the 
University’s  team  ^rom  coming  to  Bethlehem 
on  the  20th  inst. 

^ I Library  authorities  have  recently 

^ imposed  a very  unwelcome  restriction 
upon  alcove  readers ; one  that  tends  to  very 
materially  diminish  the  advantages  to  be 
gained  by  those  who  have  the  privileges  of 
the  alcoves.  The  new  requirement  compels 
the  reader  to  specify  what  particular  classifica- 
tion of  books  he  intends  to  refer  to,  opposite 
his  name  in  the  entry  book,  and  then  restricts 
him  to  the  alcoves  containing  such  classifica- 
tion exclusively.  Within  the  past  few  weeks 
a number  of  men  have  been  suspended  from 
the  library  because  this  rule  was  disregarded. 
The  rule  seems  to  us  unjust  and  unreasonable, 
and  we  can  see  no  apparent  reason  for  its 
existence.  We  hope  before  the  Senior  Class 
begin  their  theses  it  will  have  been  abolished. 

Mr.  LINDERMAN’S  generous  offer 
of  a foot-ball  trophy  for  the  Cham- 
pionship of  Pennsylvania  ought  to  be  promptly 
accepted  by  the  colleges  concerned.  Present- 
ing a substantial  object  which  has  hitherto 
been  felt  to  be  lacking,  it  cannot  fail  to  arouse 
new  interest,  and  will  tend  to  make  these  con- 
tests which  have  been  going  on  for  a number 
of  years  without  definite  understanding,  a very 
important  feature  of  the  foot-ball  season.  If 
it  accomplishes  nothing  more  than  the  adop- 
tion of  some  system  adequately  governing  ; 
these  hitherto  desultory  contests,  it  will  not  ! 
fail  of  a purpose.  The  experience  of  the  last  j 
two  years  has  rendered  doubly  apparent  the  i 
necessity  for  the  adoption  of  some  agreement 
equitable  to  all,  that  will  permit  an  indisputable 
decision  of  the  state  championship. 


of  the  mo.st  important  games  of  the 
— ^ foot-ball  season  will  be  played  here  next 
Wednesday  afternoon,  deciding,  as  it  probably 
will,  the  championship  of  the  State.  It  is  hardly 
necessary  that  anything  should  be  .said  regard- 
ing the  treatment  to  be  accorded  the  visitors. 
But  as  there  has  been  no  little  unfavorable  com- 
ment upon  the  treatment  the  University  of  Penn- 
sylvania’s team  received  during  a recent  game 
away  from  home,  it  is  especially  desirable  that 
every  courte.sy  be  shown  their  team  while  in 
Bethlehem.  Precautions  will  be  taken  to  keep 
the  field  entirely  clear  throughout  the  game,  but 
in  addition  to  this  let  every  man  recognize  it 
is  his  individual  duty  to  keep  off  the  field 
where  he  has  no  business  whatever  during  the 
progress  of  a game. 

^ I '''HE  articles  thus  far  offered  by  those 
competing  for  the  vacant  places  in  the 
Editorial  Board,  have  been  altogether  exceed- 
ingly  poor,  while  the  number  of  men  seeking 
these  positions  is  even  smaller  than  usual. 
It  has  therefore  been  deemed  advisable  to 
postpone  the  election  for  two  weeks  to  give 
further  opportunity  to  the  various  classes  to 
secure  their  full  representation.  On  Novem- 
ber 26,  therefore,  the  vacant  places  will  be 
filled,  and  those  desiring  to  be  considered 
candidates  must  hand  in  their  contributions 
before  that  date. 

All  necessary  particulars  regarding  the 
general  character  of  the  matter  to  be  sub- 
mitted will  be  found  on  The  Burr  bulletin 
board  in  Packer  Hall.

^ I '''HE  action  of  several  of  the  leading 
^ colleges  in  recalling  their  old  foot-ball 
I men  to  play  in  the  championship  games  this 
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fall,  after  awakening  considerable  controversy 
and  many  more  or  less  sensational  articles 
in  the  daily  papers  has  finally  led  to  decided 
action  by  the  executive  committee  of  the 
Foot -ball  Association.  The  whole  subject 
is  quite  as  much  of  interest  to  the  colleges 
not  members  of  the  league,  for  these  by  com- 
mon consent  have  always  used  the  league’s 
rules  and  have  conformed  in  their  games  to 
all  regulations  governing  the  league  contests. 
And  the  same  abuse — of  bringing  graduates 
back  to  college  for  the  sole  purpose  of  play- 
ing foot  ball — has  probably  become  quite  as 
prevalent  elsewhere.  In  the  first  game  for 
the  championship  of  Pennsylvania  played  here 
this  Fall,  there  were  on  the  opposing  team 
three  graduates,  two  of  whom  were  married 
men,  and  none  of  whom  were  on  the  rolls  of 
the  college  represented  or  in  any  way  con- 
nected with  it.  There  is  no  remedy  for  this 
injustice  but  in  the  concerted  action  of  the 
colleges  immediately  concerned,  yet  as  the 
general  sentiment  is  markedly  in  disfavor  of 
such  practices,  it  is  to  be  hoped  they  will  not 
long  continue.  And  indeed  the  inevitable 
effect  is  so  obviously  injurious  to  the  necessary 
development  of  new  material  that  the  reform 
inaugurated  by  the  Foot-ball  Association  must 
be  soon  acknowledged  and  accepted  every- 
where. The  tendency  toward  professionalism, 
so  marked  of  late  years  is  one  of  the  gravest 
evils,  and  if  unchecked  will  not  only  bring 
college  athletics  into  general  ill-repute  but  will 
destroy  their  truly  excellent  purpose  just  as  it 
is  becoming  fairly  recognized. 

THE  CHAMPIONSHIP  CUP. 
silver  cup  has  been  offered  by  Mr.  R. 

^ P.  Linderman,  Lehigh  ’84,  as  a trophy 
of  the  foot-ball  championship  of  Pennsylvania, 
to  be  annually  contested  for  by  Lehigh,  Laf- 
ayette, and  the  University  of  Pennsylvania. 
The  general  conditions  governing  the  contests 
are  as  follows  : Each  college  is  to  play  four 
games,  two  with  each  other  college  ; failure 
to  play  a game  as  scheduled  to  constitute  a 


forfeiture  of  the  game,  and  the  winner  to  be 
determined  by  percentages  ; the  cup  becom- 
ing the  property  of  the  college  which  shall 
win  the  championship  three  successive  years. 
Rules  same  as  those  governing  the  Foot-ball 
As.sociation. 

Designs  for  the  cup  have  not  yet  been  pre- 
pared but  it  will  be  very  handsome,  of  massive 
silver,  while  especial  care  will  be  taken  to 
secure  a design  thoroughly  artistic  and  appro- 
priate, and  the  cup  will  be  fully  equal  to  any 
college  trophy  of  the  kind  ever  offered. 

Articles  of  Agreement  are  now  under  con- 
sideration at  Lafayette  and  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania  and  will  probably  be  adopted 
before  the  close  of  the  season.  It  is  not  in- 
tended to  form  a foot-ball  league,  such  a thing 
being  deemed  unnecessary,  but  to  provide 
such  general  regulations  as  will  fairly  determine 
the  state  championship.

Warriner  made  18, 
and  Hutchinson  and  Blunt  each  5.  Then 
Dashiell  took  the  ball  to  Columbia’s  ten  yard 
line  where  he  was  tackled  and  claims  to  have 
called  down.

Columbia  now  worked  hard  and  ob- 
tained the  ball  for  the  first  time  on  the  fourth 
down ; but  they  could  gain  no  ground  and 
Culver  punted,  Hutchinson  securing  the  ball 
on  their  20  yard  line.  After  runs  by  Warriner 
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and  Dashiell,  Rafferty  carried  it  over,  no  goal. 
Time  was  soon  called  with  the  score  26  to  6. 
In  this  half  Coates  was  disqualified  and  Rid- 
dick took  his  place ; Downey  going  to  end. 

Mr.  Cowan  took  Dr.  Whites’  place  as  umpire 
and  at  the  end  of  15  minutes  play  again  be- 
gan. Lehigh  makes  20  yards  by  a V, 
Hutchinson  running  with  the  ball.  After 
gains  by  Blunt  and  Warriner,  the  ball  is 
passed  back  to  Dashiell  who  kicks  a very 
pretty  goal  from  the  field  from  the  twenty 
yard  line.  Again  Columbia  fails  to  advance 
the  ball  and  Culver  kicks,  Blunt  blocking  the 
ball  and  gaining  10  yards  before  he  is  downed.

STATE  COLLEGE,  o;  LEHIGH,  Io6. 

Last  Monday  afternoon  the  Foot-ball  team  rolled 
up  a score  of  106-0  against  State  College,  in  an 
hour  and  a quarter.  The  men  played  with  snap 
and  vigor  and  fumbled  rarely,  although  rain  fell 
continually  and  the  ball  was  very  slippery. 

Referee  Emery  called  time  at  3.05,  State  College 
taking  the  ball  and  the  west  goal.  Their  V failing 
to  gain,  Graham  made  a fine  long  punt,  the  ball 
rolling  over  Lehigh’s  line.  Play  began  on  the 
twenty-five  yard  line,  and  in  two  minutes  Warriner 
made  a touchdown,  to  which  Dashiell  added  a goal. 
Four  times  in  rapid  succession  the  ball  was  carried 
behind  the  line,  Dashiell  scoring  the  last  after  a 
seventy-five  yard  run  through  the  opposing  team. 
Soon  after  Warriner  on  a double  pass  from  Dashiell 
crossed  eight  white  lines,  making  the  sixth  touch- 
down, and  the  score  stood  34  to  o. 

State  College  started  play  again  with  the  V,  and 
gained  five  yards,  and  immediately  twenty-five 
yards  were  added  owing  to  a full  tackle.  No  fur- 
ther gain  being  possible,  Graham  kicked  and  the 
ball  became  Lehigh’s  property  on  her  five-yard  line. 
State  College  expected  a kick  and  were  not  prepared 
for  Warriner’s  run  of  sixty  yards,  which  Dashiell 
followed  up  by  going  forty  more  and  making  a 
touchdown.  Four  others  were  made  before  the  first 
half  closed,  bringing  the  score  up  to  58-0.

State  College  was  handi-capped  by  the  absence  of 
one  of  their  regular  half-backs,  who  was  injured  at 
Easton,  and  the  team  did  not  show  up  well.

D I TORS  Lehigh  Burr: — A protest 
^ against  the  present  arrangement  of  the 
course  in  Architecture  may  not  be  out  of  place. 
As  a course  in  Civil  Engineering,  which  in- 
cludes a knowledge  of  the  mechanical  opera- 
tions inv'olved  in  the  draughting  of  plans  and 
preparation  of  specifications,  it  may  prove  a 
success.  But  as  a course  in  Architecture — re- 
quiring the  exercise  of  a cultivated  taste  and 
propriety  in  the  designing  of  buildings,  it  cer- 
tainly falls  below  our  present  standard  of  ex- 
cellence. One  defect  is  the  entire  absence  of 
any  mention  of  a subject  which  is  painfully 
brought  to  mind  by  one  of  our  most  beau- 
tiful buildings — Acoustics. 

Still  another  unfortunate  omission  is  the 
thorough  discussion  of  the  styles  of  Architec- 
ture from  which  the  designer  must  draw  his 
material.  These  and  others  are  replaced  by 
Boilers,  Bridges,  Hydraulics,  etc.,  which,  though 
useful,  are  not  nearly  so  important. 

One  admirable  features  of  the  course  is  that 
it  seeks  to  furnish  the  foundation  of  an  archi- 
tect, rather  than  to  produce  that  architect 
complete  in  all  his  various  accomplishments. 
But  until  its  faults  are  corrected  and  it  is 
liberated  from  its  conformity  to  the  pre.sent 
established  courses  of  study  and  given  an  in- 
dividuality of  its  own,  it  cannot  hope  to  be  a 
success.  Arch. 

DiTORS  Lehigh  Burr: — Foot-ball  is  cer- 
tainly the  foremost  game  at  Lehigh. 
This  is  evident  to  all  who  will  notice  the 
interest  displayed  in  this  sport,  as  compared 
with  that  in  our  other  athletic  games.  From 
an  athletic  point  of  view,  as  well  as  financially, 
this  present  foot-ball  season  has  thus  far  been 
one  of  the  most  successful  we  have  ever 
known. 

But  as  inappropriate  and  irrelevant  as  it 


may  seem  to  foot-ball  and  its  enthusiasts,  a 
pertinent  and  important  question  arises ; are 
we  to  ignore  base-ball  and  lacrosse?  Is  base- 
ball to  lie  in  the  same  old  rut  as  it  ha.s  done 
in  the  past;  and  is  our  brilliant  record  in 
lacrosse  soon  to  be  an  uncertain  tradition  with 
us  ? In  the  former,  we  have  the  material  in 
college  from  which  to  pick  an  excellent  team ; 
but  rigid  discipline  and  concientious  training 
are  as  necessary  in  this  as  in  foot-ball,  and  if 
we  expect  to  keep  pace  with  our  rivals,  we 
should  do  as  they  do;  and  begin  to  develop 
new  players  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  same  may  be  said  in  regard  to  lacrosse. 
Down  at  Princeton,  inter-class  games  have 
recently  been  played,  and  men  may  daily  be 
seen  tipping  lacrosse  balls.  We  cannot  af- 
ford to  remain  inactive,  when  our  greatest 
competitors  still  find  room  for  improvement  in 
a sport  in  which  they  are  now  more  proficient 
than  we.  c. 

Editors  Lehigh  Burr:-— What  has-  be- 
come of  the  old  idea  of  a college  senate 
or  conference  committee,  call  it  what  you  will? 
The  need  of  such  an  intermediate  body  be- 
tween Faculty  and  students  is  apparent.  It 
has  been  tried  at  Amherst,  and  at  Princeton  as 
well.  While  it  has  revolutionized  college 
government  in  neither  of  the  places  mentioned, 
yet  the  papers  at  both  of  these  colleges  testify 
that  good  work  has  been  done.  Besides  act- 
ing as  an  intermediate  between  student  and 
Faculty,  a conference  committee  established  in 
an  institution  peculiarly  situated  as  this  one  is, 
might  easily  extend  its  influence  and  power  of 
acting. 

Almost  a year  ago  a college  meeting  was 
called  and  it  was  decided  that  an  attorney 
should  be  appointed  who  should  act  in  case  of 
the  arrest  of  any  student  in  either  of  the  Beth- 
lehems.  This  has  been  dropped,  presumably 
because  there  has  been  no  one  to  give  it  their 
attention.  Such  a scheme  would  come  very 
appropriately  under  the  jurisdiction  of  a con- 
ference committee. 
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Good  in  many  directions  would  certainly 
emanate  from  such  a committee,  and  if  one 
should  be  appointed  it  is  probable  that  it  could 
be  sustained  in  years  to  come  with  very  little 
trouble.  The  possibility  of  representing  his 
class  in  the  conference  would  undoubtedly  act 
as  an  incentive  to  the  undergraduate  to  make 
himself  worthy  of  such  selection.  h.  b. 

Editors  Lkhigh  Burr; — It  is  a sincere  plea- 
sure to  those  interested  to  note  the  marked 
improvement  which  has  taken  ]4ace  in  our  literary 
courses  since  the  coming  of  the  new  professors  in 
these  departments.  Not  only  have  the  courses 
been  revised  so  as  to  compare  favorably  with  those 
in  other  reputable  literary  institutions,  but  various 
literary  agencies  have  taken  their  place  in  the 
University.  Chief  among  these  are  the  Classical 
Club,  the  Agora,  and  Professor  Hyde’s  lectures  on 
Antiquities.  The  Classical  Club  is  an  association 
made  up  of  the  professors  and  instructors  in  the 
various  literary  departments,  and  students  in  the 
Classical  and  Latin -Scientific  courses,  holding 
monthly  meetings,  at  which  papers  on  subjects  of 
interest  are  read  and  discussed.  There  has  been 
decided'  enthusiasm  shown  in  this  direction,  and 
should  the  ’93  men  in  these  courses  take  their 
proper  part,  in  a year  or  two  it  may  be  made  a 
most  active  literary  association.  Not  quite  so  good 
work  has  been  done  in  the  Agora,  but  this  has 
greatly  improved.  Dr.  Hyde  has  procured  an  ex- 
cellent magic  lantern  and  changed  his  large  col- 
lection of  pictures  on  antiquities  into  magic  lantern 
slides,  which  are  shown  at  the  lectures  on  Monday 
afternoons,  and  which  make  the  lectures  more  in- 
teresting and  instructive.  One  of  the  greatest 
improvements  which  has  taken  place  is  that  several 
electives  have  been  permitted ; hitherto  students 
had  to  adhere  clasely  to  a rigid  course  which  was 
laid  out  for  them ; now,  however,  courses  in  Greek, 
Latin,  and  other  subjects  are  offered  in  place  of 
the  Calculus  in  the  second  term.  Sophomore;  and 
in  many  ca.ses  the  professors  of  Greek  and  Latin 
will  allow  the  classes,  if  they  desire,  to  choose  some 
author  not  laid  down  in  the  Register.  The  increase 
of  students  in  the.se  courses  during  the  last  year  is 
conclusive  proof  of  the  fact  that  these  courses  are 
becoming  more  generally  appreciated.

I — The  best  of  the  various  college  literary  maga- 

zines is  again  at  hand.  The  Harvard  Monthly  for 
November  is  equally,  if  not  more  entertaining  than 
the  preceding  number.  The  opening  article  is  as 
usual  peculiarly  interesting  to  college  men.  It  is 
entitled  “ Harvard  and  the  Continental  Universi- 
ties,” and  is  a comparison  of  the  discipline  exer- 
cised over  the  students  in  German,  and  the  best 
types  of  English  and  American  Universities.  “A 
Pupil  of  Giotto”  is  a tale  told  in  a quaint  fashion 
which  is  very  effective  and  very  touching.  In  the 
editorials,  professionalism  in  college  athletics,  with 
special  applicaticm  to  Yale  and  her  methods  of  get- 
ting together  a first-class  foot-ball  team,  is  dilated 
upon.  It  is  a fact  that  indeed  is  to  be  lamented 
that  college  athletics  of  to-day,  while  they  are  not 
verging  perhaps  precisely  upon  professionalism  in 
the  strict  meaning  of  that  term,  yet  contain  an 
element  that  is  truly  detrimental  to  the  realization 
of  the  best  possibilities  from  our  so-called  manly 
sports.  The  tone  of  Harvard  at  present  seems  to 
be  to  institute  a new  code  in  our  modern  athletics 
which  shall  be  based  on  fair  play  in  the  true  sense 
of  the  word.  Such  a stand  taken  by  a leading 
American  institution  ought  certainly  to  mitigate 
and  militate  against  a fast  growing  evil  in  these 
days  of  inten.se  and  oftentimes  bitter  college  rivalry.

— A Press  Club  has  been  formed  at  Am- 
herst, whose  members  are  correspondents  of 
the  leading  daily  papers  of  Boston  and  New 
York.  It  aims  to  obtain  and  furnish  to  the 
press  the  earliest  and  most  accurate  informa- 
tion of  college  topics.
